1 . Claims 1 -1 6 are allowed over the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art fails 
to teach the claims combination features with the first and second jacks having the 
spring features, arranging at approximately at 90-degree angle or less with respect to 
the ports, having connections or traces extending along the board between the springs 
wherein none of electrical connections or traces cross one another on the board, and 
with the rest of the claims limitations.
